4 FOR the purpose of authorizing the Baltimore County Board of License

5 Commissionersto transfer a certain number of beer, wine and liquor (on-sale)

6 retail alcoholic beverages licensesin existence in Election District 15 into the

7 Hunt Valley Commercia/Mixed Use Focal Point; requiring the licenses to be

8 converted into Class B (HV) restaurant beer, wine and liquor licenses; providing
9 for certain restrictions, qualifications, and conditions with respect to the

10 licenses and the establi shments subject to the licenses, including hours of

11 operation, percentage of receipts from the sale of food, seating capacity, zoning
12 regulations, and other requirements; prohibiting the transfer of a license issued
13 under this Act to anew location other than the original location; prohibiting the
14 issuance of more than a certain number of beer, wine and liquor licensesin the
15 Hunt Valley Commercia/Mixed Use Focal Point; and generdly relaing to

16 alcoholic beverages licenses in Baltimore County.

37 (1) THE LICENSE MAY BE ISSUED ONLY FOR A LOCATION WITHIN THE

3 2 THE LICENSE SHALL BE USED IN CONJUNCTION WITH THE
4 OPERATION OF A RESTAURANT, ASDEFINED IN THISARTICLE AND THE
5 REGULATIONS OF THE BOARD OF LICENSE COMMISSIONERS;

6 (3) THE RESTAURANT OPERATION SHALL MAINTAIN AVERAGE DAILY
7 RECEIPTS FROM THE SALE OF THE FOOD OF AT LEAST 70% OF THE TOTAL DAILY

29 COMMERCIAL/MIXED USE FOCAL POINT UNDER THE EXCEPTIONSIN RULE 19 OF THE
30 RULESAND REGULATIONS OF THE BALTIMORE COUNTY BOARD OF LICENSE
